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PROFESSORIAL ICINESS. 



Almost every day we hear that the modern student at the Uni- 
versity is not a thinking person, but merely a superficial sort of crea- 
ture striving to satisfy the examiners, with the thought of a mere 
pass percentage as his ambition. The fault is always to be. found 
with the student we are tolil, and it is just this that makes us won- 
der. Originality, clearness of thought and the method of attack 
or finding a point of contact are the main things, we arc told, which 
the student of to-day lacks. 

<f TUe average student'* is the strain we hear harped upon most 
of all. Now. while we do not lay claim to any particular brilliancy, 
still, we consider that thr evidence is strongly i" the favour of the 
' average'* student as regards success after graduation, Indeed, it 
has come to a point where a certain frigidity seems to be considered 
essential to the finished professor. lie lives in an atmosphere of 
big things and the insignificance of the "average student;' is in the 
darkest shade imaginable. During the course of a lecture the pro- 
fessor will remark that such and such a thing has had a tremen- 
dous effect on the subject under consideration, Perhaps for the 
Whole lecture, he will lecture on the effect, and by this time the aver- 
age student is animated by n desire to learn the underlying princi- 
ples, Instead of being encouraged to do so he more often is told 
that the part referred to is not in his realm, and that he could not 
understand its meaning. This "knock on the head," so to apeak, at 
once dispels an enthusiasm which the average student may have 
had. and is it any wonder that he finds the time spent in lecture 
after lecture most tiring. 

The professor treats the subject and the students as if nothing 
could happen, and that he is resigned to impart a portion of his 
store of knowledge to a parasitic audience. If the student lapses 
into admiration or wonder, he looks bored, lifts his eyebrows a 
trifle and dismisses the matter as if it were no more than the rattle 
of a passing street-ear. 

The trouble with the life of the average student is the beaten 
order of things. How it palls! What every one needs is something 
quite off and out of the beaten track, spontaneous and novel. We 
can never cease to admire the professor for what he knows, but by 
a more direct and personal appeal to the studcut iu a sympathetic 
and encouraging way will he do much to change the oft-expressed 
.state of the "average student."

Iu the course of his last lecture of 
the "Europe at War" series, Dr. Colby 
dealt willi the Hungarian question, 
considering it, not as before, from the 
viewpoint of fan -Germanism, Jugo- 
slavdom, or Roumanian Irredentism, 
but from that of the Magyar aspira- 
tions themselves. 

The lecturer began by pointing out 
that, although the Magyars are at the 
present time our enemies under lead- 
ers who, for the past decade, have been 
working in full co-operation with the 
Pan-Germans, yet Hungary, for sev- 
enty-five years, has occupied a larse 
place iu the heart and mind of the 
English speaking nations. This is par- 
ticularly true of the years that follow- 
ed "the overthrow of the Hungarian 
cause by the armies of Russia in 1849." 

The great champion of Magyar In- 
dependence was Louis Kossuth, — a 
Slovak by birth, but "for all political 
purposes a Magyar." Kossuth was a 
liberal at heart, and professed a great 
admiration for the English Constitu- 
tion, the like of which he wished to 
introduce in his own country. Ile 
pleaded the cause of Hungary with 
great eloquence, both in America and 
England, and the English masses ex- 
tended unto him the same enthusiastic 
welcome which they showed to the 
Princess Alexandra of Denmark, nnd 
to the Italian patriot. Guiseppe Gari- 
baldi, another champion of national 
rights and independence against the 
tyrannical House of Hapsburg. The 
long strife for Independence from Aus- 
tria, however, which the Hungarian 
patriots had maintained, and which 
had received a new impetus through 
the revolutionary movement of 1848, 
was virtually ended by the "surrender 
of Gorgei at Vllagos." 

But what they had been unable to 
accomplish through the sword, the 
Hungarians achieved by diplomacy. 
Taking advantage of the embarrass- 
ment into which the defeat of Sadowa 
had placed the government of Vienna, 
Deak and Andrassy, the two ablest 
Magyar leaders of the time, secured 
from Francis Joseph, first of all, that 
Hungary should enjoy self-govern- 
ment, and secondly, also, that "the 
Magyars should be permitted to hold 
the rank of a dominating race in Hun- 
gary, Just as the Germans were to be 
the dominating race in Austria." This 
agreement between the Magyars and 
the Germans is known ns the Aus- 
lelch, and has ever since formed the 
■ asis of the relations of the two races 
within the Dual Monarchy. "Kossuth 
did not approve of the Ausgleich, 
which was the work of Deak," He 
iso was strongly opposed to the at- 
titude of the nobles, who were —nnd 
still arc— proudly determined to 
maintain their privileged political 
status at any cost. i 

But although Kossuth's liberal plans 
could not be carried out, a "certain 
bond of interest and sympathy" con- 
tinued, for thirty years after the Aus- 
gleich, to exist between England and 
Hungary,— a bond which was greatly 
strengthened by their long common 
antagonism toward Russia. Arminius 
Vamberg, professor nt the University 
of Budapest, and a specialist In Asi- 
atic affairs, professed an open admir- 
ation for everything English and a no 
less positive dislike for everything 
Russian. For twenty-five years he 
endeavoured to awaken the public 
opinion of both England nnd Hungary 
to the dangers of Russian expansion. 

Dr. Colby then observed that at the 
time of (he Boer War, when a wave 
of Anglophobia was sweeping over 
the whole continent, Hungary alone — 
with French Switzerland and especi- 
ally Italy — retained a somewhat friend- 
ly attitude toward England, and de- 
clined to take up all the false accusa- 
tions which the Kruger nnd Pan- 
German press were raising against 
British military methods nnd foreign 
policy. This was the last occasion, 
however, on which the Old Me that 
long united England and Hungary 
manifested Itself. Sir Roland Blenner- 
hasset. In an article published In the 
"National Review" for February, IÏ02, 
contrasts the speeches Of Von Bulnw 
and De 8«ell, who was then Prime 
Minister of Hungary. Ho seeks to 
convince the Magyars that their al- 
liance with the Teutonic Powers is a 
mistake, and that n rapprochement 
with England would serve their in- 
terest much better. He ulso pleads 
for "better relations between England 
and Russia — relations which might 
enable Great Britain to effect a recon- 
ciliation between Hungary and Rus- 
sia." 

Turning then to the conditions 
which existed In Hungary before the 
war. Dr. Colby said that the Hungar- 
ian nobles, In nil their political deal- 
ings, took the ground that for a thou- 
sand years they had maintained their 
Independence between the Carpathians 
and the Danube, and that this terri- 
tory was lawfully theirs. AVhlle ad- 
mitting the "presence of other nn- 
asslmllated races within the boundar- 
ies of Hungary Itself," yet they main- 
tain that, when such conditions ex- 
ist, one of the races must necessarily 
assume the leadership over the others 
if hopeless confusion is to be avoid- 
ed, nnd that this race should natural- 
ly be the ablest and most vigorous of 
all. "Applying these principles to 
oondltloni as they exist in Hungary, 
they discover that the Magyars, by 
virtue of fitness and general oapadty, 
deserve to lord over the other races 
within their territory." 

Speaking of the origin of the Mag- 
yars, the lecturer remarked that they 
belonged - like the Turks, the Riilgnrs 
and the Finns lo the Ural-Altaic 
branch of mankind. More than ome 
they distinguished themselves in war» 
nevilns' tie Oermans and the Tori 
Their hero Vine Is John H"nrdad*>

The crop is then ready to be harvested and the 
planter is careful to secure it before any autumnal frost occur, for the plant 
It among the first to feci its injurious influence. Judgment is also required 
m cutting the plants, and this operation h consigned to the best and most 
judicious hands employed in the culture. Eath person to employed being 
provided with a strong sharp knife, proceeds along the respective rows of 
plants, and selects only such plants as appear fully ripe, leaving the rest 
a short time longer. After being cut, a half dozen leaves are spiked on a stick 
set in the earth so that the leaves will wilt This requires from 4 to 5 hours 
during favorable weather and then the crop is hauled to the drying barn. 
Particular care is exercised in handling the leaves not to damage or bruise 
them In any way. It is no wor.der then, that tobacco produced by such scientific and 
improved methods of culture is of such fine texture and color, and possesses such 
invaluable smoking qualities that it is often taken for imported tobacco. It is this 
tobace* which enters into the making of

Dr. Colby then passed to "some of 
the characteristics of Hungarian pub- 
lic life." The Ausgleleh of 18B7 did 
not settle all questions of dispute be- 
tween Austria and Hungary. Deak 
did not hold office under the new re- 
gime which lie hod Instituted, but was 
succeeded by men like Andrassy 
(I. mnrck's friend I, and the two TIs- 
zas. Count Kolomnn Tlsza, who held 
office as Prime Minister from 1875 to 
1890, and bis slill mo,-c famous son. 
Count Stephen Tisza. During their 
premiership the "men of '48," that is 
to say the followers of Kossuth who 
favoured a complete cleavage with 
AustriH, gradually decreased In num- 
ber and Influence, while the party of 
'67 became every day more firmly en- 
trenched In power. Indeed, the party 
of the I/eft could never have been in* 
vlterl to take office nt all on account 
of the very policy it advocated, and 
"the supporters of dualism have had 
everything their own way." The 
men of '48, however, never mnde com- 
mon cause with the "nationalistic 
croup which represents the disaffect- 
ed Slovaks, Roumanians and Jugo- 
slavs."' 

Dr. Colby then touched upon the 
"harmless" acrimony of the parlia- 
mentary debates in Hungary, which 
: does not prevent that country tf 
presenting a united front to the exter- 
nal enemy. He showed the Importance 
I of Hungary in the Dual Monarchy by 
pointing out that it was Andrnssy 
who shaped the Treaty of 187» with 
Ri«marck. To-dav the Magvnr rcgl- 
Iments form the best part of the Aus- 
trn-HungwHan armies.

10-day are those who started Harden- 
ing in a small way. Thees gardeners 
run a peculiar risk on account of the 
perishability of their products. Any- 
one wishing to adopt Ihe life of a mar- 
ket gardener should serve an appren- 
ticeship by working with some farm- 
er. In this way anyone can find out 
whether they like the life or not, anil 
If not, should not stay In it." 

Address on Poultry. 

Mr. M A. .lull, head of the Poultry 
1 leparttnent, next gave a short ad- 
dress on the subject of poultry rals- 
He spoke as follows: "In Canada 
Ihe poultry industry Is one of the Im- 
portant branches of agriculture, and 

ihe value of the products is Increas- 
ing in a small way. These gardeners 
the same time, there Is a very heavy 
demand for eRgs, nnd up to the present 
the supply has not nearly kept pace 
with the increasing demands. This 
Undesirable feature Is true particular- 
ly of the Province of Quebec, where 
many thousands of dollars' worth of 
eggs are Imported into the Province 
annually. 

In brief, there is a great detnand for 
poultry products, at good prices, and 
the time is opportune for returned 
soldiers to take up poultry keeping 
its an occupation. Poultry keeping is 
a money making occupation, though 
it should not be looked upon us a 
Speculative enterprise, which is often 
the case. As an Industry, poultry keep- 
ing is well suited to persons of limit- 
ed means, and to those with small 
areas of ground. The Original Invest- 
ment may he limited, and the up- 
keep of the poultry plant need not be 
expensive. 

Poultry buildings should be simple 
in construction and low In cost. Kur- 
thermore, many small Improvements 
can be made to the poultry plant at 
relatively small cost, whereas a few 
Improvements from year to year will 
increase the profits very materially. 

My advice to you returned soldiers 
who intend to engage in poultry rais- 
ing would be to invest, your capital 
on an earning value basis. Invest 
your capital judiciously. The produc- 
tion of poultry products provides cer- 
tain features which are of importance. 
Having invested in a few fowls for a 
tart, the returns from the eggs which 
the fowls lay are almost immediate and 
continuous. A few fowls kept ou a 
limited area of land may do much to- 
ward providing Ihe family diet. The 
irrenl majority of present day poultry 
keepers fall to appreciate the Import- 
ance of tile flock In reducing the cost 
.f living. Powls are economizers and 
consume many waste products, con- 
verting them into edible products. 
Wherever crops are being produced 
l ne cost of egg production is reduced 
considerably. 

It is a safe rule to count on keen- 
Ing about two hundred fowls per acre. 
Naturally, however, the number of 
fowls which one person can attend is 
limited to about one thousand. On 
the other hand, if three or four hun- 
dred birds are kepi, poultry keeping 
can very well be combined with vege- 
table growing or with fruit produc- 
tion. As a matter of fact, poultry 
keeping can he combined with almost 
any other branch of farming, and 
fowls may be kept, under very diverse 
conditions. ICuch fowl should yield 
$] profit each year. The bind requires 
a lot of treatment, and should be 
sown with srreen crops every three or 
four years, to prevent disease. 

Por those who Intend to start In 
the poultry business the fact should 
never be overlooked thar practical 
knowledge is absolutely necessary. 
The poultry Industry is one of many 
details, and therefore experience Is the 
first essential making for success. It 
Is better If one has a natural liking 
for poultry, since that will lead one 
to give more attention to the numer- 
ous details. 

In conclusion, it may not be out of 
place to sujritest that returned sol- 
diers should always look to the Poul- 
try Hepartment of Macdonald College 
a source of information re^ardlnc 
poultry matlers. The poultry De- 
partment will hold itself responsible 
lo assist them in any way that is pos- 
sible." 

The Call of the Land. 

At Ihe conclusion of Mr. .lulls Bfl- 
Iress, Miss Kredrica Campbell, pcnwii- 
sirator to Ilomemukers' Clubs of Que- 
bec, spoke of the call of the land to 
returned soldiers, and some of the 
problems connected therewith. 

"Men have come to Canada for four 
-easons: First, in search of rellRlous 
freedom: second. In search of polltl- 

leal freedom and the liberty to carry 
out I heir Ideals: third, because of n 

love of outdoor life, and fourth, to ob- 



eo...,ie.i great hardships practically 
unknown to Ihe present day farmer. 
They were not all successful in Cuil- 
ada. but most of them worked along 
and built homes for themselves. Many 
were Inexperienced, and impoverished 
their land. Their children flocked to 
the cities, and furnished one of the 
initial causes of the present day high 
cost of living. 

■There is a Rreat difference between 
Hie city man's life and the farmer's 
life; the farmer's wife takes a much 
larger share In his activities. The 
farmer's home is the headquarters of 
his business, and his wife takes an 
interest In his business. She must he 
thrifty, a good cook, equipped to take 
part in social life in the country, she 
must be able to buy meats and cure 
them, grow fruits mid vegetables, and 
cun them. Indeed, a furmer's wife 
requires much training. The fanners' 
wives of Quebec ure neat and trim, 
and make good neighbours If given 
half a chance. 

Canuda is kind to all except slack- 
ers, and there Is no danger of starva- 
tion in this, land. Success depends 
upon yourselves. Put your whole 
Strength into your work, us you did 
when you went to the front, and you 
have nothing lo fear." 

In closing, Miss Campbell told the 
soldiers that Macdonahl College itself 
was founded by Sir William Macdon- 
ald, a descendant of a returned soldier, 
a member of the Fraser Highlanders, 
who took part In the capture of Que- 
bec, under Oenerul Wolfe. 

A. R, Uoble, President of the Khaki 
League, next thanked the ColleKe au- 
thorities for their kindness in having 
the soldiers at Macdonald. He said 
that It would serve as an inspiration 
to them, and would show them some- 
thing of the tremendous magnitude of 
present day agriculture. 

Dr. Harrison then made the an- 
nouncement that the College, willing 
to helji the soldiers to become fann- 
ers, would put on a class in agricul- 
ture In the different centres for the 
benefit of returned men. 

Hollls Stevenson, President of the 
Montreal Returned Soldiers' Associa- 
tion, thanked the College staff and 
called Upon the soldiers for three 
cheers. Which were plven very heartily 
Indeed. 

Those who took part in the musical 
programme were Miss E. I.. Wren. 
Mrs. .1. Vanderleck, vocalists: Pte. 
Mcintosh played Gaelic airs on his 
violin, and Mr f;. Stanton presided 
it the organ. Miss McLean filled the 
role of accompanist. The soldiers 
Joined In the choruses, and vigorously 
encored each number. 

From the Assembly Hall the sol- 
diers were conducted to the library, 
the manual training rooms and (lie 
nature study laboratories. The House- 
hold Science students, and many of 
the teachers gave an exhibition if 
folk dances and hall games for the 
soldiers, in the gymnasium of the Wo- 
men's Residence. Miss L. Wren, the 
women's gymnasium Instructor, was 
In charge. 

The soldiers left the College at « 
o'clock, arriving back in the city at 8 1 
p.m. Among those who accompanied 
the party were Capt. A. B. Ware, re- 
presenting the Hardens Committee of 
the Khaki League; Dr. W. 11. Ather- 
lon, representing the Civic Improve- 
ments League; W. H . O'Uonnell, 
Orand Trunk Railway passenger 
agent: and Lieut. McCullum. voca- 
tional expert to the Military Hospi- 
tals' Commission. 

Much credit Is due to Miss Fisher 
and the girls of the Household Science 
Department, as much of Hie success 
of this memorable day Is due to them.

■ust be performed to the extent" of at least twenty-five days of eight hours, 

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the expiration of six months from the date of the staking, the pros- 
pector, to retain his rights' must take out a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in unsurveyed territory. 
The- price of this license Is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on Issue. It is valid for one ypar, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres, 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired at any 
Mme at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acre 
lor INFERIOR MINERALS.
